HELPING TO HELP THEMSELVES 


No longer is a retarded child a family disgrace, to be hidden be- 
hind locked doors, but just as always a retarded child is a problem of 
considerable importance — a problem to the child's family, to the 
community, and to himself. 


In the Porterville area are four agencies devoted to the care of 
retarded children — the Porterville State hospital, an institution sup- 
ported by taxation; the Good Shepherd Lutheran Home of the West, 
supported through contributions; the Lillian B. Hill school that is oper- 
ated as a unit of the Porterville Elementary school system, and the 
Sheltered Workshop, supported without aid of tax money by the Por- 
terville Association for Retarded Children. 


It is this latter unit that fills a unique need in the Porterville com- 
munity. Retarded children of school age are placed in the Lillian B. 
Hill school, but when the age of 18 is reached,.these children pass out 
of school jurisdiction and back to’ their family, or into some type of in- 
stitution; :or that is they did until a few dedicated persons in this com- 
munity developed the Sheltered Workshop. 

Here retarded children are brought together into an atmosphere 
of "being expected and wanted," extremely important, to a retarded 
child; here they find a social place where they can be with friends; 
here they have an opportunity to learn simple skills within their limited 
ability; here they can ‘learn to do simple jobs that provide a small in- 
come and also help, in a token way, to support the Workshop.

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Salk Vaccine Can Prevent Polio — 
But Only If It Is Used! Medical 
Society Urges Protective Shots 


PORTERVILLE, Nov. 12 — An 
educational campaign for public 
protection against polio and tetan- 
us, sponsored by the Tulare Coun- 
ty Medical society, has been an- 
nounced by Dr. Ralph Miller, Por- 
terville, president. The campaign 
is continuing through November. 

During that time the general 
public will be urged to secure 
basic inoculations against polio 
and tetanus and, where necessary, 
to have booster shots. Special at- 
tention will be paid to veterans 
of World War II and the Korean 
campaign, who at one time were 
immunized, but may need re- 
newals. 

Dr. Miller pointed out that the 
polio peak in this locality usually 
comes in October and November, 
somewhat later than the national 
average peak time. 

The State Department of Health 
has said there is an alarming in- 
crease in the number of cases this

first-hand information about our 
legislative functions, operations, 
and problems. Second, it affords 
you easier access to our committee 
hearings, so that you can tell us in 
person about your problems and 
suggestions for improvement in 
our California state government. 
Local newspapers can also give 
greater coverage. 

Our pattern of interim commit- 
tee activities is designed to pro- 
duce better and more effective 
legislation to meet al] the needs of 
our exploding economy. It enables 
us to make our decisions on strong- 
er foundations of facts collected 
for a far wider range of sources. 
Much of our most analytical fact 
gathering and sifting is now done 
between actual sessions by our in- 
terim groups and their staff agen- 
cies. ! 

But this interim work, import- 
ant as it is, creates another series 
of problems for each of us legisla- 
tors, because of the heavily in- 
‘creased demands on our time. For 
example, a total of 31 separate in- 
terim meetings were held during 
September and October. An addi- 
tional 21 have been scheduled for 
November, and already 
have been calendared. for Decem- 
ber. Every member of both our 
houses will have been required to 
attend at least two meetings dur- 
ing these four months, some as 
many as four or five, depending on 
committee assignments. And most 
of the meetings take two 
plus trave] time. 

An impartial outside study of 
the duties and required activities 
which are expected of a Calfornia 
Legislator gives a graphic picture 
of the time consumed in faithfully 
carrying out our responsibilities. 
Including our interim committee 
work, the report lists fourteen dif- 
ferent items in our list of chores, 
ranging from carrying a legisla- 
tive bill program, through acting 
as liason and watch-dog for con- 
stituents with state agencies, to 
reporting legislative action to con- 
stituents in person, by letter, or 
by any other means of communica- 
tion. 

The study reveals that the 
amount of work to be done outside 
actual sessions has_ increased 
markedly during recent years, de- 
spite more assistance from legis- 
lative staff units, such as the leg- 
islative counsel, analyst, and audi- 
tor, from special consultants and 
internes. Approximately one third 
of our Senate members and one 
quarter of the Assembly now work 
full-time between sessions at legis- 
lative tasks.

FARM COMMODITY 


PRICES DECLINE 


SACRAMENTO, Nov. 12—Prices. 


received by California farmers in 
mid-October were generally below 
September levels as lemon and 
grapefruit prices declined sharply 
and livestock and livestock prod- 
ucts were mostly lower according 
to the Crop and Livestock Report- 
ing service. 

Prices were also lower for corn, 
sorghum grain, rice, and potatoes. 
while flaxseed prices remained un- 
changed. Partly offsetting the 
downward trend were increases in 
prices received for milk, oranges, 
wheat, oats, barley, beans, cotton, 
hay and alfalfa seed.

modern push-button operation in 
which virtually all hand work is 
eliminated. 


In 1951 Jim Yates bought out 
his father, Bill Yates, who start- 
ed in the feed business with J. W. 
Nance in 1914. The firm of Nance 
and Yates was first located on 
Main street, in the old Kessing 
building, just south of the pres- 
ent Bank of America. 


In 1916, Nance and Yates moved 
to the present D Street location of 
Farmers Feed, then, in 1921, sold 
to the newly-formed Porterville 
Poultry association, Mr. Nance go- 
ing to the association as its first 
manager, and Mr. Yates, after 
spending some time in the East, 
taking a job with an oil company. 

Meanwhile, Marshall. Brothers 
had started a feed business in the 
Ting building, on the northeast 
corner of Main and Garden street. 
When this’firm went out of busi- 
ness in 1932, the Visalia Milling 
company moved into its location, 
with Mr. Yates working as man- 
ager, and also owning a portion of 
the business. It was Mr. Yates 
who started the firm name of 
Farmers Feed. Don Johnson went 
to work for Mr. Yates as book- 
keeper in 1932. 

In about 1934, Farmers Feed 
moved from Main street to its pres- 
ent retail outlet and office loca- 
tion on D street — in the same 
building where Mr. Yates had been 
nearly 20 years earlier; in 1941 
Visalia Milling company sold to 
the Taylor Milling company, then, 
a year later, Mr. Yates, Mr. John- 
son, and Mr. Henderson bought the 
business. 

Twenty-five years ago, poultry 
feed was the ‘‘backbone” of the 
business, however, although the 
firm still mixes and sells chicken 
and turkey feed, major business 
centers around dairy feeds and 
beef cattle feeds. ; 

As a historical sidelight, Bill 
Yates recalls that when the old 
Moore Opera house burned, about 
1914, he purchased the burned 
materials to use as charcoal in hog 
feed. 

So a modern industry, geared 
to agriculture, has developed 
through the years. And going back 
to the theme of recent Porterville 
chamber of commerce campaign, 
Farmers Feed is one local business 
that is Keeping Pace With Tomor- 
row.
